been strongly brought to the notice of the 
“Government, Mr. Ho Tune was approached | 
upon the matter and, very gracefully acced- 
ing to the wishes of the Government, placed 
the building at their disposalto fill the very 
Jong felt want ofa European school ; j the 
Government’ -at the ‘same time promising 
that a school should be establish at ‘Yau- 
ma-ti where Chinese could receive a Western 
education on exactly similar lings to that 
‘given at the Kowloon School. 

‘Tlic foundation stoné of the new schaol 
was ‘laid by the Governor, Sir .HENRY A. 
Bnakz, G.C.M.G, on the ‘20th July, 1900, 
and to-day a very pretty little | building,
